III NU FOB IT

'Richmond Will Do Everything
Possible to Secure Central

Woman's College.

GREAT GAIN FOR THE CITY

"Financially, Morally, Socially,
Richmond Will Be Gainer

By This School.

That the Baptists of Richmond and
other enterprising citizens do not mean
to let the gToat Central College for
Women, which the Baptists of Virginia
¦will locatö somewhere in the State with¬
in a few months, go eisewhero without
a strong effort to secure It, Is evidenced
by the fact that a largo committee of
five from each Baptist Church of Rich¬
mond and vicinity, has formulated a

plan of action, and a campaign of Rich¬
mond for subscriptions will begin at onco

to raise on behalf of Richmond a proper
fund, so as to make It certain that the
Baptist Education Commission of Vir¬
ginia will feel that they cannot afford to
lot-ate the institution elsewhere.
The Baptist General Association of Vir¬

ginia empowered and instructed its edu-
;a¡Ion commislorvers to proceed with the
establishment of a Central Woman's Col¬
lege, and to select a location for such
Institutloh not earlier than April 1st, of
this year, in order that all data which
may aid the commission in tho selection
of the most desirable location may be
in hand by that date.
Tho plan for the conduct of this school

Is the ono adopted by the BapUstB of
Virginia in their annual meeting! at
Charlottesvllle, viz. that the Baptist de¬
nominations in Virginia shall own and
manago all schools fostered.by the de¬
nomination, to eliminate from them all
private and personal ends, and to have
annual reports of their finances and other
matters of Interest submitted to tho Gen¬
eral Association for tho information and
approval of tho denomination through
the constituted representatives of tho
churches.
While the school Is to be owned by

tho denomination which -will bo held re¬

sponsible also for Its management. Its
benefits and advantages will be open to
all without respeot of religious beliefs or
opinions. Ii|, other,words the policy of this
Institution In this' respeot will be similar
to that of Riohmond College, In which
Baptists and pseudo-Baptists, Protestant
and Catholic, Jew and Gentile are re¬
ceived on precisely tho same terms, and
treated with exaotly the same considera¬
tion. To state U In a yet different way,
this new college Is to be a contribution
to the higher education ,of women. As
this broad and unsoctarlan policy is »o
.prevail In tho conduct of Uile Institution,
and as the Institution Itself Is to bo a

blessing to the entire Stute, especially
to the community in which It may be
located, the promoters of this enterprise
'appeal confidently to the public spirited
and philanthropic cltlaenu of Rlclunond
without distinction of cr*?ed, to give it
their cordial and generous support.

Some of the Advantages.
Her© are some of the advantages to

¦Richmond which It is said ¡hat such a
school would bring:
Financial.tho present Woman's Col¬

lege biinu» to the city of Richmond every
iesslon about "7E.0ÍO. Thus Is distributed
In the community among all classes of
people.
The merchant, of course, getting tho

bulk of it. It Is thought by those best
qualified to Judge, extremely probable
that with ampio buildings and facilities,
within a few years the Central College
will bring to Richmond not fewer than
600 youns women, representing a ilnancial
benefit to the city of a distribution of
from "200,000 to 8(0,000 dollars. BeBldea.
this Is not a temporary but a permanent
and Increasing advantage-.
But tho financial advantage is possi¬

bly the leaet advantage to accrue from
It. The BOCial, Intellectual und moral ad¬
vantage is too great to be properly esti¬
mated, and the trustees of tho Woman's
C'olles-e of Richmond have met and by
unanimous action decided to say tn the
general committee that in event of tho
location of tho Central College at or near
Richmond, the trustees in their disposi¬
tion of tho franchise and property of the
institution will bo governed by the
wishes of tho Education Commission at
the accredited representatives of the Bap¬
tists of Virginia for whom they hold tlw
property In trust. They authorize tin
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committee to tjbo this action as a part
of the Inducement to the Education Coni-
mlslon to locate tho Central College in
Richmond.
The significance of this action is two¬

fold: 1. It Identifies with this movement
the present Woman's College which un¬
der tho conduct of its wise president has
grown to really gTeat proportions, which
has a faculty this year of 21 teachers,
and an attendance of 271 students.

There Will Be No Gap.
It provides for tho continuance of this,

at least until the Contrai College Is )n
operation, so that there shall bo no gap.
And when the -íentral School is in opera¬
tion It leaves to tho Education Commis¬
sion to determino whether it shall be
merged with tho Central Collego or bo
maintalnod in some modified form at its
present site. In any event unity of man¬

agement Is thus secured, and tho possl-
bllity of conflict of interest In thus
avoided. The committee has asked Dr. B.
C. Henning, the Secretary of tho Educa¬
tion Commission, to aid them in secur¬

ing subscriptions for tho purpose of In¬
ducing those who have the matter in
hand to locate the Central Bohool here.
Dt. Henning Is already working the mat-
tor up, and should have the hearty sup¬
port o'f every oitlzen of Richmond. Tho
general comrnlttoe from the churches
have elected an oxecutivo committee com¬

posed of Mr. XV. J>. Duke, chairman; Hill
Montague, secretary: J. P. Crump, R S.
Harrison, W. B. Forbes, John Bagby, D.
O. Davis and J. Taylor Ellyaon to aid
and consult with Dr. Henning about this
work.
Subscriptions will be made on the five

nnnual instalment plan, the plan now

used by the Education Commission in
other parts of the State.

Attorney General Renders Ac¬
count of His Work During

Past .Year.

VIRGINIA'S INTEREST TO SUE

Case Against West Virginia
Will Be Pressed to Head Off

Another Suit.

Tho annual report of the Attornoy-
Oeneral was mode public yesterday. The
report Is a booklet of sixty-seven printed
pueca, containing a resume of tho cases

which wore disposed of during: the pant
year or which are still pending In tho
courts. The opinions of tho Attorney-
General In a number of matters of great
public Importance ore cited at length,
and It Is stated again that in addition to

these official demands upon hie time nnd
attention, numerous letters have been re¬

ceived requesting decision upon many
different subjects,
"J3ven If the Taw authorized mo to give

an opinion to ottizens and to county, olty
und town officers," says Major jVndcfson,
"It would be Impossible for me to do so.

Often the Inquiries I receive relato wholly
to some matter of private right, as to
which, of course. It would bo improper
for mo to advise. However, In addition
to the opinions given to tho officers and
boards of whom tho law maltes me tho
legal adviser. It hae given mo ploasuro
(whenever I could possibly spare tho
necessary time and attention) to advise
numerous other officials and cltlzons upon
subjects which I could with propriety con¬
sider."
Considerable space Is given to the ac¬

tion taken under tho resolutions of the
General Assembly concerning the defal¬
cations of William R. Smith, first clork
In the Auditor of Public Accounts, and
the embezzlement of Joseph H. Shopltcrd,
a clerk in the same office.

West Virginia Debt.
With reference to the matter of the

West Virginia debt, the report says in
part:
"Uniese a suit shall bo speedily brought

>y Virginia to have the amount of West
.'irginta's Just liability ascertained and
ietormined by the United States Supreme
-ourt (the only tribunal having Juris-
liction of such a question), the $_2.O00i00O
>r more of said certificates now deposited
indar the control of the commission will
lave to bo surrendered to the committee
.vtiioh represents those ortlflcates. The
»ntlro arrangement and contract under
vhloh, with Infinite trouble, this grant
ujrnoer of certificates have been de»
»sited will go to pleceB and the
rertlficates be delivered up to thetr origi¬
nal owners and be scattered throughout
he civilized world. It will b thr-mjped
he civilized world. It will be thereafter
m practicable, if, not Impossible, ever to
iave -.¡em again cora_le_ and deposited
In the hands of a committee authorized
to act and contract for their owners, for
in adjustment which cannot hurt, and
nay greatly bone.lt Virginia.
"In addition to these considerations,

¦vhtoh point to the duty of prompt and
lgorous action In order to protect the
nterests of the State and secure a de-
Mnlte settlement -with Wost Virginia, the
¦cmmlsslon nnd the urtderslgned were

ipprlsed of the fact that the great State
if New York, follotving tho violons ex-

imple of South Dakota, had passed an
ict making It the duty of the- attorney-
;etu>ral of that State to bring nuit In tho
United States Supreme Court upon any
obligations of nny State which might be
¦iven in New York.
"We were also Informed that holders of
arge amounts of the Virginia deferred
»ertlflcateB proposed to donate a portion
if their holdings to Now York (as was
"lone In respect to certain repudiated
vonds of North Carolina In tho South
Dakota case) for the purpose of having
in adjudication against Virginia nnd
West Virginia of the llahllity of those
States in the promises.
"It will be observed that a clecreo nfl-

ludlcotlng thn liability of Virginia and
West Virginia, respectively, in rospoct
to any $100,00", or any $10,000, of tho bonds
represented by Ha!d certificates will ne¬
cessarily determine the liability of each
of those States In respect to all of the
bends of tho same character.

To Virginia's Interest.
"It will bo manifestly to the Interest

of Virginia, and not to tho prejudiceof West Virginia, to have the questionof the nature and extent of West Vir¬
ginia's liability determined In a suit
brought under a contract by which Vir¬
ginia is to bo released and exonerated
from tiny fnrther claim or liability, rath¬
er than, by falling to avnll of an op¬
portunity so favorablo. run the risk of
litigation in which a large claim may bo
asHcrted against this Commonwealth.
"The creditors who have deposited their

certificates, by the contract they or their
representatives are willing to make, are
-willing to concede that Virginia has al¬
ready paid and assumed as much on
account of the debt of the old State as
she should bo expected or required to pay.
She has already actually pnld, or novated
nnd assumed, the enormous sum of over
$7-.OfiO,i000 on account of the common debt
of the two States, and the groat mass
of the certificate holders evidently think
she lias dono enough.
"At any rate they agree that. If Vir¬

ginia will, at their cost. Institute and
prosecute to Judgment and decree a suit
against West Virginia for a settlement,
they -will release Virginia entirely from
liability on account of tho unfunded third
of the ante-bollum debt,
"Of courso only Uiobo certificate hold¬

ers who havo dcposltod thnlr certificates
wit hflio Virginia Debt Commission un¬
der stich Á contract of Indemnity to Vir¬
ginia will bo bound by tho utlpulatlons
for her release.
"Tlila consideration has Induced mo to

Insist that no unit should bo brought un-
til the great mass of tho certificates ot
1H71, the only ones ii_ to which thor«
1h or can bo any fpioslion as to Virginia's
absoluto reléase, shall havo been de¬
posited under mich contract.
"The iinil-i-lgned Is exceedingly reluct¬

ant, for obvloua reasons, to sanction a
suit by Virginia against West Virginia,
and would not do bo if there was any
hope Of a settlement of tho vexed queu.
tlon. involved In any other way."

10 JUNK DE

Merchant Charged With Selling
Drug Was Not Found

Guilty.
Cocaine fiends, threo In numbor, for

Belling the drugs to other depraved
wrecks of humanity, wore lined 1100 each
and required to furnish security In the
sum of $300 for their good bMiavlor for
twelve months by Justice .lohn J. Crutch-
field In Police Court yestc¡day n-.ornlng.
Mortimer True, J. L. Kitchen and Ernest
Bponcer, young white men, lleuui to the
drug, their hnggard facs aliownu; the
.esult of the .dope, wero tho men fined.
B. Aloccha, the proprlotor of a little
Btore at No. IMS East Franklin Street,
was not convloted of the sale of cocaine.
Ko was defended by Mr. Ollbert K. Pol¬
lock, and proved satisfactorily that ho
never disposed of any drug.
Captain Whltlock. Officers Bradley and

Wright and Detective Hall rounded up
the men, Aubrey Blackburn, a young
man well known to the police, secured a
part of the ovidence against the men.
Blackburn said that he bought cocaine
from all four. Jennie Jackson could
Identify only True, Spencer and Kitchen
as the men who had sold the drug to her.
Blackburn's uncorroborated statement
that he had purchased tho dope from
Moccha wn» not taken.
For soma time tho pollco have knovvji

that people were selling cocaine in the
city, and every effort has been put for¬
ward to apprehend, the guilty parties.
Plenty of people oould bo found who had
purchased the drug and taken it, but
there wore nono who would swear to the
person who sold it,
Thomas Allen, a small negro boy, came

near breaking up a happy home when
ho used a knife on his father. James
Alleru the parent, was there v/'th his
head sewed together. In addition to cut¬
ting him, the father said the boy had
Btolen his pants and navmfid them.
Thomas went'to Jail for ninety days.
William Brown, alias "KneeDone." who

broke away from the Virginia Hospital,
ivhere he was sent from the Jail for
treatment, promised not to coma to the
city again for five years, and he was
taken up.

Interest Here in Automobiles.

Rushing Work On Enlarged Jail

to Outwit Rioli-
mond.

TURNED DOWN THE REPORIT

Special Committee's Report That
New Jail Be Built

Rejected,

The board of «uporvlsors of Honrlco
county met yesterday morning and adopt¬
ed a resolution authorizing a subcommit¬
tee of three to employ Architect C, K.
Bryant, or if he be not obtainable, somo

othor architect, to draw tho plans nn_

ascertain the cost of remodeling tho Hen-

rice county Jail, situated in the city.
Tho cost of the work Is not lo exceed

$10.000, and thero Is to be room enough
for tho accommodation of 118 prisoners,
with burglar proof cells, a neparato com¬

partment for Juvonllo prisoners, white
and black, all nocessary sanitary ar¬

rangements and a bridge for the transfer
of prisoners from tho Jail to tho court
room.
Members of the board of Supervisors

will assemble again boforo tho -2d of this
month and take some definite tuition upon
the plan for remodeling, as submlttod
by tho archlteot, The primary reason
for tho haste in meeting again Is said to
bo tho fact that tho supervisors want
to nave their recommendation In prior
to tho time that the annexation quostlon
Is argued beforo Judge Garnott, who is
delegated to pass upon tho merits of this
controversy.
Parenthetically, this phase of tho situa,

tion came out yesterday, when the ques¬
tion of securing nn architect for the
drawing of the plans was being discussed.
Particular emphasis was laid upon the
Importance of the meeting at an early
date.certainly before th«i 22d, when the
annexation problem will again be aired.

Put It On Richmond.
In the event that Judge Garnett decides

that, from the evidence adduced, Rloh-
mond should bo allow«'«! to annex certain
territory of Henrlco county, or rather that
certain Henrlco territory should- be per¬
mitted to hecomo a part of the city and
reap the benefits to bo derived therefrom,
tho city would have to bear the Indebt¬
edness of that portion of the county an¬
nexed. And now. If Richmond Is to ex¬
pand by Judge Oarnett's decision, Henrlco
will escape a portion of tho cost of the
new Jail.
The members of the board of supervi¬

sors present yesterday wore Mr. W. B.
Frayser, chairman, of Varlna District)
Mr. J. W. Barnes, of F_»!rfW!d District;
Mr. R. W. Browning, of Tuckahoo Dis¬
trict, and Mr. W. Conway Baunders, of
Brookland District,
Messrs. Browning. Saunders and Barnes

were appoint**} the committee to visit,
Architect Bryant and secure from him
a drawing for the remodeling of the Jail,
In which are now crowded and Jammed a
conglomerated mass of humanity.
Some time ago the supervisors appoint¬

ed a speolaj committee, composed of
Judge R. Carter Scott. W. B. Frayser,
Commonwealth's Attorney L. O. Wenden¬
burg and Sheriff Simon Solomon, to sub¬
mit some recommendation to relieve the
conditions at the Jail. It was left to this
committee to recommend either a remod¬
eling of the present structure or the
erection of an entirely new Jail.

Turn Down. Report.
After going pvor tho entire ground tho

committee recommended that a new Jail
bo erected at a cost of between t.>,CúO
and $50,000. Mr. W. N. Bowman, of the
Stewart Iron Works, of Cincinnati, ha«!
conferred with the supervisors and with
the members of the special committee,
and had submitted a blue print of the
proposed new Jail.
The supervisors turned down the re¬

port or recommendation and on yestor-
day the resolution providing for remodel-
lng of tho present structure went
through.
The resolution reads as follows:
"Resolved that tho committee composed

of Messrs. R. W. Browning, J. W. Barnes
and W. C. Saunders, any two of whom
may act. do employ C. K. Bryant or any
other architect In the evont that he can¬
not be obtained, to draw plans and ascer¬
tain the cost of remodeling the present
Jail at a cost not to exceed $10,000.
